Women can be free and feminine, too 
One mag’s creed: ladylike lib 


Polly’s pointers 
Young Originals 
It 's Special. . .

N E W Y O R K - ( N E A ) - 
There may be some men 
who agree with Nietzsche 
that “ woman was God’s sec­ 
ond mistake.” And feeling 
that way one couldn’t expect 
them to want us to be too 
“ liberated.” But menfolk of 
this bent are in the minority. 
And it must have come as a 
shock to the leaders of the 
humorless, militant crusade 
for Women’s Lib to find that 
the majority of their critics 
are women. 
Washington model, Judy 
Black, who b e lie v e s that 
women and men must work 
together for human rights 
for everyone started her own 
countergroup to NOW and 
calls it TWO. It’s growing by 
leaps and bounds. 
The younger girls in Wom­ 
en’s Lib are disagreeing with 
the pioneers of the move­ 
ment in their belief that the 
way to liberation is to hold 
political office. 
And now, “ New Woman,” 
a newcomer to the magazine 
field, is aimed, according to 
its editor-publisher Margaret 
Harold, at the thinking wom­ 
an and takes the position 
that women are largely to 
blame for much of their own 
limited opportunities in busi­ 
ness. It also expresses con­ 
cern over the degree to 
which men are blamed for 
the “ shallows that exist in 
some women’s lives.” 
The magazine asserts that 
it would “ certainly be im­ 
proper to suggest that men 
be blamed—even if marriage 
were a prison and women its 
prisoners—when so m any 
women have tried so hard 
to maneuver men into mar­ 
riage and when so m any 
men have tried so hard to 
avoid anything resembling a 
permanent attachment.” It 
allows that there are eco­ 


nomic and social factors that 
have pressured some women 
into their quest for marriage 
but then asks, “ Why are 
men being accused? For ac­ 
commodating them?” 
So it would seem that fem­ 
inine opposition to the mili­ 
tant cry of “ male chauvinist 
pig,” is r e a r i n g its curly 
head in many quarters. 
A spokesman (or should it 
be spokeswoman?) for the 
new publication takes this 
position: “ It can hardly be 
disputed that most women in 
the past really have followed 
like woolly sheep and worked 
only until they got married 
or had babies. And even 
though it is true that many 
ambitious women have been 
unfairly victimized by being 
lumped into an all-women- 
are-alike category, it is also 
true that c o u n tle s s other 
women achievers have man­ 
aged to snag attention de­ 
spite the antiwomen attitude. 
So the fault, dear Brutus, is 
not in our birth but in our­ 
selves.” 
The editors believe in the 
p r e m is e that being born 
female is rather a privilege. 
But too many women have 
suppressed their natural re­ 
sources behind a veil of con­ 
vention and some fools have 
seen all women in this dis­ 
torted view of suppression. 
The mood of the book is 
optimism. Women don’t have 
to he second-class citizens 
unless they want to. And it 
in c lu d e s thought-inducing 
features that may help you 
to get your first-class badge 
w ith o u t unwomanly mili- 
tance. 
For instance the July issue 
in c lu d e d such articles as 
“ Double S t a n d a r d s That 
Women (and Men) Permit— 
But Shouldn’t.” “ Are You 
Legally M a r r i e d Without 
Knowing It?” which is a 
state-by-state guide to the 
laws governing common law

marriage, “ Women With In­ 
comes Between $35,000 and 
$500,000,” w h ic h t e l l s of 
women who obviously aren’t 
woolly little sheep. And to 
top it off there’s a piece’by 
comedienne Joan R i v e r s , 
called, “ Are You Too Proud 
to Have Your H u sb a n d 
Work?” in which she turns 
the tables on the old male 
concept of the “ w o r k in g 
woman,” by declaring, “ I 
was n e v e r one of those 
Neanderthal women who in­ 
sisted a man’s place was in 


the home.” 
So now we have a choice 
of at least three ways to get 
ourselves liberated if we feel 
the need. We can be militant 
and “ Starve a rat tonight— 
don’t cook dinner.” We can 
accept man as our ally and 
not our enemy and work to­ 
gether with him for a freer, 
better life. Or we can find 
the power within ourselves 
to become the equal of man.

DEAR POLLY—If you have a closet with lightweight 
hollow panel sliding doors, try using one of these doors 
for a large cutting board when sewing. Lift, tilt and re­ 
move the door, then place 
on the dining room table 
which is protected with a 
pad or cover. If the inside 
of the door is painted, black 
patterns and pins will be 
that much easier to see. 
When putting up curtain 
rod brackets, tape them in 
place before inserting nails 
or screws.

" I don’t think that there’s 
anything we can do to save

Pakistan

catastrophe that's coming,

h o w e v e r , 
according to this and other 
experts, the government has 
done little to mobilize itself 
to meet the crisis, which is 
expected to reach a high

problem is similar but on a 
bigger scale than the one 
which followed November’s 
cyclone in East Pakistan, in

Bees threaten to invade US. 


WASHINGTON

—Evil tempered bees that 
sting man and beast for the 
apparent 
pleasure 
of 
causing pain threaten to 
invade North America. 
The 
A f r i c a n 
B e e s 
migrated from their native 
land to Brazil in 1956 and 
spread rapidly over an area 
about 
equal 
to 
the 
continental United States, 
The 
warning 
about 
a 
possible invasion northward 
came 
from 
Dr. 
M. 
J. 
Ram say, 
a 
research 
scientist at the Agriculture 
Department. He announced 
that $40,000 in contingency

request of the American 
Beekeeping Federation—to 
study the problem and see 
what can be done to prevent 
its spread into Central and 
North America.

A m e r i c a n

WASHINGTON - ( N E A ) - 
When a Vietnam veteran ap­ 
plied for work at a factory 
here the other day, he was 
asked by the employer: (1) 
“Are you on dope?" 
(2) 
“ Have you ever committed a 
war crim e?” and (3) “Do 
you b e l o n g to any peace 
groups?” 
The veteran said no to 
each question. 
But was still refused the 
job. 
“We want,” the employer 
said, 
“well, we 
want 
an 
older person.” 
The incident is a common 
one today. And it points out 
the primary problem facing 
many of the five million 
Vietnam-era veterans. Im ­ 
age. Their image is the poor­ 
est of any military veterans 
in U.S. history. As the man 
who was refused the fore­ 
stated job puts it: “ I knew 
what he (the e m p l o y e r ) 
thoupht 
He thought I had 


cocaine in my pocket, he 
thought I’d cut the ears off 
Vietnamese civilians, and he 
thought if he hired me I’d 
organize a picket protest my 
first week on the job.” 


Image. Not every Ameri­ 
can believes the Viet vet is 
a weirdo. But enough do, or 
at least have suspicions, that 
it’s become one of the quiet 
scandals of the land. 
It’s a scandal because it’s 
a lie. Today’s veteran image 
is one of guilt by association. 
As Veterans Administration 
publicist Straton Appleman 
puts it: “ Look at any statis­ 
tics and you’ll see 99 per 
cent of the Vietnam-era vet­ 
erans are d e c e n t , normal 


young men. The drug prob­ 
lem is a good example. The 
highest figure I've h e a r d 
quoted is that 50,000 Viet­ 
nam-era veterans are ad­ 
dicted. Even if this figure is 
correct, it means only 1 per 
cent of the total. One per 
cent! Yet a lot of people 


seem to think that every­ 
body getting out of service 
is a dope fiend.” 
Appleman is one of many 
V.A. people upset with the 
disastrous image of today’s 
young veteran. And, too, he 
is one of many V.A. people 
who are attempting to re­ 
educate the public and cor­ 
rect what has become a bur­ 
densome, shameful wrong. 


Some of the V.A.’s correc­ 
tion activity is unfortunately 
dull, revolving as it does 
around shrill cries of pa­ 
t r i o t i s m (“They were sol­ 
diers, by God!” ). Yet some 
of it is right on target, pre­ 
senting the Vietnam veteran 
as an altogether different 
chap from his father—but 
not so different as to cause 
the father any alarm. 


Who is the Viet vet then? 
Certainly no monster. 


“ He is.” says V.A. psy­ 
chiatrist Dr. Charles Sten- 
ger, 
“first, 
foremost 
and 


very much a member of his 
own generation. He is less 
willing to accept authority in 
a compliant manner, quite 
willing to question or chal­ 
lenge. He feels strongly that 
he has a right to know and 
to have a voice in those 
things that affect him. So, if 
he’s a patient in a hospital 
and you go to give him a 
pill, you must be prepared 
for him to ask, ‘Why?’ What 
is the pill for? What good 
will it do him? If you don’t 
answer him, you make him 
feel he doesn’t count—and 
he will not accept this.” 
The veteran is also prone 
to believe he will not be con­ 
sulted, Stenger says, for he 
feels authority in any form 
is unresponsive. S t e n g e r 
says the acceptable termi­ 
nology here is “turned off.” 
It is a defensive mechanism, 
not uncommon to all age 
groups, and manifests in de­ 
grees of bitterness, distrust 
and suspicion. 
And when he is turned off,

Den Tandt may not have 
been deadly serious about 
divorce, but he is about the 
importance of hair colors. 
All his adult life he has 
observed 
and 
registered 
relationships between color 
and behavior of man. His 
official 
work 
incl udes 
designing color schemes for 
s c h o o l s 
a n d 
p u b l i c 
institutions. 
With the help of students, 
the professor as a sideline 
began compiling notes about 
the link between hair color 
and 
the 
psychology 
of 
p erso n s. 
E v e n tu a lly 
a 
theory resulted, based on 
observations of hundreds of 
persons 
and 
notes about 
their 
apparent 
character 
and hair color. 
Den Tandt believes that 
light absorbed by hair is 
converted into w arm th and 
energy is transm itted to the 
nervous 
system . 
The 
quantity 
depends 
on 
the 
hair’s structure, thickness 
and 
color. 
Some 
types 
absorb 
m o re—the 
dark 
ones. Some absorb mainly 
certain colors of the light 
spectrum —the 
red 
ones. 
And some reflect m ost— the 
blonde ones. 
Den Tandt said persons 
with 
light 
brown 
hair 
generally are balanced in 
their attitudes toward life 
and society. 
An 
i d e a l 
m a r r i a g e 
combination, as far as hair 
colors and their normally 
corresponding 
c h a ra c te r 
types are concerned, is the 
red-haired woman and the 
black-haired man 


Stenger adds, he is likely to 
become pessimistic and un­ 
certain about life and goals. 
Consequently: “The veteran 
reflects less interest in long- 
range planning and concen­ 
trates on here-and-now grati­ 
fication.” 
It follows that this “now” 
phenomena 
leads 
him 
to 
f u r t h e r identification with 
his own age group, the easi­ 
est way to find like-thinking 
pals. And t h i s “p a c t of 
youth,” as Stenger calls it 
is the reason for one final 
Viet-vet characteristic: im­ 
p u l s i v e n e s s . T h e r e is 
strength in numbers, youth 
have large numbers and so 
there is group safety in all 
forms of impulsive behavior 
“ from marijuana to mop- 


pish hair.“ 
By necessity, V.A. officials 
admit, this brief “profile 
of the Vietnam veteran is 
generalized. It is also pomp­ 
ous. But, in the main, it is 
accurate and important. 
It indicates, No. 1, that 
Vietnam veterans, especially 
younger Vietnam veterans, 
wish to be recognized as in- 
d i v i d u a l s 
That 
society 
should not, therefore, cling 
to expectations of how they 
should look, act, feel, talk, 
develop, etc. That fairness 
dictates a military veteran 
should be listened to as well 
as talked to, consulted as 
well as c o n f r o n t e d , and 


given the chance to educate 
as well as be educated. 
Individualism, after all, as 
Dr. Stenger emphasized, is 
an historic American virtue. 
And, whereas many veter­ 
ans may bend toward long 
hair 
peace marches, even 
not ’smoking, many others 
are individualistic enough to, 
for example, 
stay in the 
service (1,000.000 have) join 
v e t e r a n s groups (500,000 
have), get into job training 
(1,095,000 have), go back to 
school (2,486,000 have) 
ad 
infinitum. 
This isn’t to say the Viet­ 
nam-era veteran is an alto­ 
gether charming fellow. Not 
at all. He has many of the 
faults of other blocs of peo­ 
ple, young or old. The point 
is, Dr. Stenger stressed, the 
viet vet is no worse than 
any other bloc of people. 
“ Matter of fact, young vet­ 
erans are very encouraging 
to me. They seem to have 
fewer latent hostilities than 
their fathers had. So, if you 
really are i n t e r e s t e d in 
knowing these men, you find 
they are pretty nice 
fel­ 
lows.”

Was Camus the Lombardi of the 'athletic Revolution?' 


NKW YORK — (NEA) — John Evenson. a senior in 
journalism at the University of Tennes.see, recently sent 
me a questionnaire for his thesis on the so-called " Ath­ 
letic Revolution." specifically the celebrated retirement 
of George Sauer, Dave Meggyesy. Chip Oliver and Curt 
Fkxxi 
•'Do you anticipate more athletes doing same” asks 
Mr Evenson. In other words, or in the words of the un­ 
fortunate Louis XVI. "Apres moi le deluge"” 
Will we witness in coming years wholesale defections 
of philosophically recalcitrant athletes from the fields of 
plavful strife’’ Will the end result Ix’ a return to one- 
pla'toon football because of lack of participants. 


This is highly doubtful. Sauer. 
Flood are not representative professional athletes, sauti. 
for example, reads Camus. Meggyesy reads Marx 
Oliver likes to breath standing on his head and h lood 
likes to smell flowers -and owned a florist shop). 


All four started out as involved athletes, short-haired, 
establishment-onented milk drinkers. Somewhere along 
the line thev saw hypocrisy in sports ugliness ‘n sports, 
and became cynical and radical In short, anti-establish- 
ment. 


"The revolutionarv movement of our times." wrote 
Albert Camus in ‘The Rebel.' "is primarily a violent 
denunciation of the formal hypocrisy that presides over 
bourgeois society." 


That same h v p o c r is y — exploitation masquerading as the 
natural order of things—persists in professional sports, 
providing fertile ground for locker room revolutionaries. 
Most professional athletes, however, are locked into

establishment thought. They are not idealists. 


Even today, most athletes quit sports not because of 
beliefs that football is dehumanizing or in opposition to 
the reserve clause, but because (1) they don t play 
enough (Ted Uhlaender), (2) aren’t doing well on the 
field (Tony Conigliaro), (3) have become too creaky- 
boned or (4) are performing a time-honored ruse to get 
more money.

Homer Babbidge, president of The University of Con­ 
necticut, explains: “ Competitive sport is, in the eyes of its 
youthful critics, a part and parcel of the establishment." 


The establishment’s concern is with the status quo, 
where money is virtually the basis for all action, where, 
as Jacques Ellul said, “ Technique (such as in the empha­ 
sis qf a winning team) must reduce man to a technical 
animal,’’ where the organization comes before "human 
caprice.’’ 


But the day is far away when an athletic revolution will 
be in full flower. This despite the revolt of the blacks, the 
revolt of the longhairs, the revolt of the idealists. 


For now, athletes are still too consumed with self, after 
a lifetime in pamperdom. It is the System, and they are 
slaves to it. Give them more money, in college and in the 
pros, and they are mollified. Camus? Camus who?

products, which will eventually be reflected in a myriad 
ot things Americans use. from cars to canned goods. 
According to the Wall Street Journal, this is only the 
first of a number of highly undesirable but highly likely 
moves designed to blunt the economic impact of the 
settlement, such as; 
-The closing down of mills and phasing out ot least- 


profitable product lines. 
—A spate of steel company mergers. 
—More serious consideration of establishing mills in 
nations where wages are low in an effort to meet 
competition from foreign steelmakers. 
—A long-term reduction in the industry’s employment, 
and thus in the ranks of the Steelworkers union. 
Even so. the outlook is for “ a steep and prolonged 
slump in steel production, which will slow the already 
creeping economic recovery” as well as “ a spectacular 
plunge in profits.” 
As for the workers, it will be weeks before many of 
them who have been laid off or working short weeks 
begin to enjoy those fatter pay checks, as customers 
whittle down the steel they stockpiled in anticipation of a 
strike. For many others, it will be never, as the industry 
closes down marginal operations. 
Again, the law of diminishing returns. Or maybe it is 
more a case of killing the goose that laid the golden eggs. 
The really intriguing question is, why did the steel 
industry cooperate in its own neck-wringing?

Until such time as they do have these powers over the 
lives and fortunes and the sacred honor of Americans, 
the business or professional secrets which a newspaper 
or television network or any other private business may 
keep from the general public are simply not to be 
equated with those concealed by the government from 
its own citizens.

Youths

conservative nor liberal. You have 
to ask W'hat youth, when and where 
do they vote and what are the 
issues’’ These authors are convinced 
youths will vote for the issues, not 
the party 
There have been forecasts that 
young people will vote like their 
parents. This concept was advanced 
strongly for a period by certain 
specialists at the W hite House. 
Fisher and Treadwell have found 
that when tested on specific issues, 
there is a wide difference between 
w hat the average youth believes and 
what oldsters believe on a range of 
crucial 
issues 
That 
difference 
extends to how seriously they take 
these issues m voting, this doesn’t 
mean all youths will vote the same 
way on these topics or on candidates 
but that a candidate’s view on 
pollution, poverty or Vietnam may 
normally be more important to the 
average young voter than to the 
average oldster. 
Another apparent myth is that 
regardless of how many or how few 
of the youths vote, their number will 
be so small in the total electorate 
that they won’t seriously affect 
congressional or national elections, 
especially since the youth vote may 
be divided 
Fisher and Treadwell say that 
bi'cause so many college youths are 
bunched in a handful of towns,

have a very important effect indeed

Mr. Arthur Schlesinger, Jr. has 
written a provocative essay in the 
current Harper’s, the gist of which 
is that the ‘‘amorality of foreign 
affairs” is “ necessary,” and the 
fring benefits of which are that 
Arthur Schlesinger had the right 
position toward the Vietnam War all 
along; 
i.e. when he was for it, 
everyone should have been; when he 
turned against it, so should everyone 
else have done. This in a piece that 
ridicules an emphasis on public 
morality — but never mind. 
It 
is 
an 
interesting 
essay, 
full of interesting 
quotations 
and 
anecdotes, 
my 
favorite of which is 
one that tells of the 
dilemma faced by 
President Kennedy 
when he felt the 
need to resume the 
testing of nuclear 
bombs, the Soviet 
Union 
having 
broken 
thè 
tacit agreement to suspend testing. 
A delegate from the World Council 
of Churches, which had recently 
urged the President to continue the 
moratorium notwithstanding what 
the Russians had done, was seated 
next to JF^K, and was carried away 
by Presidential agruments on the 
imperatives of national security. 
“ Mr. President, if you do resume 
tests, how can we help you?” — 
“ Kennedy turned to him and said ” 
— in the account of Mr. Schlesinger 
--“ Perhaps you shouldn’t.’” Mr. 
Schlesinger comments, “ Not all 
statesmen thus recognize the value 
of 
separating 
ultimate 
from 
immediate considerations and of 
preserving ideals in a world of 
distasteful compromise; if more 
did, the world would be spared much 
trouble.” 
Unfortunately, Mr. Schlesinger’s 
in tr ic a te 
partisanship, 
so 
distracting in a historian, deprives 
his essay of the force it might have 
had. For instance, having carefully 
traced the foolishness of foreign 
policies 
that 
are 
based 
on 
“ morality,” 
— a demonstration 
conservatives would find it hard to 
disagree with — one has the feeling 
that he is called to attention by the 
Committee on Impending Liberal 
Heresy, so he finds himself saying 
that Yes, there are immoralities 
around the world, or inchoately 
there, against which only a foreign 
policy based on morality is really 
justifiable. 
“ Modern 
weapons 
technology has notably enlarged the 
number of problems demanding 
moral priority, for the nuclear 
bomb, the ICBM and MIRV, by 
virtue of their unimaginable powers 
of indiscriminate destruction, have 
gone 
far beyond the limits of 
prudential decision. 
Still other 
essentially moral problems arise 
when civilized values of tolerance 
and human dignity are menaced by 
powerful armed fanaticisms whose 
victory would abolish intellectual 
and civil freedom. 1 have in mind 
such movements as Nazism and 
Stalinism.” 


You 
will 
note, 
by 
carefulK 
studying these sentences, that tha 
fashionable evils on the liberal 
shopping list are all there, down to 
and including MIRV. 
Professor 
Schlesinger is careful not even to 
drop genocide into the list, lest we 
draw the conclusion that a “ moral ” 
foreign policy is justified, in order 
to stand in tlie way of genoc ide say 
in China. Indeed, he is so careful as 
to run the risk of literar>' and 
historical inelegance. Thus we are 
summoned to wage a moralistic 
foreign 
policy 
against 
any 
recrudescence of Nazism. 
But its 
horrible counterpart is conveniently 


taxonomized under the moribund 
term, “ Stalinism.” Mr. Schlesinger 
doesn’t ask us, and possibly hasn’t 
asked himself, whether “ Maoism” 
and 
“ Stalinism” 
are 
morally 
distinguishable. 
‘ And then, saddest perhaps of all, 
one comes across Schlesinger, the 
bard of Camelot. 
He begins by 
endorsing the startling statement of 
Walter 
Lippmann 
that 
Lyndon 
Johnson will go down as among the 
most 
disastrous 
American 
Presidents. 
Why? 
Because he 
engaged Vietnam as a moralist. 
How does Mr. Schlesinger, as 
keeper of the eternal flame, get 
around the difficulties posed by 
President 
Kennedy’s 
flamboyant 
moralisms? Well, class, it’s easy. 
Kennedy was murdered — “ while he 
was still in the process of giving 
American 
foreign 
policy 
new 
precision and restraint. 
With his 


successors, moralism triumphed.” 
Mr. Schlesinger goes on to quote a 
statement from a speech delivered 
by President Johnson in 1965, from 
which the historian recoils as though 
hit by a truck. 
In fact, the two 
statements of Johnson are exact 
paraphrases of sentiments uttered 
by John Kennedy in his inaugural 
address, concerning which Arthur 
Schlesinger was heard to utter no 
reservations at the time; indeed, 
nobody did, to speak of. 
Which 
reduces 
the 
whole 
of 
Mr. 
Schlesinger’s elaborate exercise to 
this; 


In foreign affairs, there is often a 
difference 
between prudent and 
moral policies. Except when moral 
policies 
transcend 
prudential 
consideration. If you wonder when 
that has happened, call Professor 
Schlesinger.
